Work and Play 

F ewer than io years after Michael 
Hastings was votecł "most outspoken” 
in his senior class at Rice Memoriał High 
School in South Burlington, he became a 
reporter for Newsweek — their youngest 
war correspondent in Iraq ("Danger Man," 
page 36). By age 30, while 
working for Rolling Stone, 
he wrote a profile of Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal so 
scathing that within days 
the generał was dismissed 
as leader of national and 
international forces in 
Afghanistan. Hastings has 
followed Obama on the 
campaign trail, been a 
frequent contributor to 
§ GQ and currently works for the edgy 
5 Online news site BuzzFeed. He has also 
5 written three books.

But for all his accomplishments and 
| globetrotting, Hastings tells reporter 
Kim Asch that he looks forward to soon 
returning home to Vermont. He calls it 
his "other universe" and "a place of total 
peace and serenity." 

Thats it, isnt it? For many, Vermont 
represents a respite from the"real worki." 
Granted, for most, the contrast might not 
be as dramatic as Hastings — war-torn 
Afghanistan versus tranquil Lakę Cham- 
plain — but for many out-of-staters, it 
does seem to boil down to Everyday Life: 
Elsewhere; Serenity: Vermont. 

"Theres a large population that goes 
about their lives working for 50 weeks 
of the year to come to Vermont for two 
weeks of the year," says Thomas Denen- 
berg, director of the Shelburne Museum 
("History in the Making," page 54). 

But does it really have to be one or 
the other? 

Certainly for many of us who live and 
work here, Vermont is morę than just a 
retreat. It is a place chosen specifically 
and purposefully with the intention of

combining a desire for professional 
satisfaction with a great quality of life. 

It used to seem that there was an 
unspoken understanding that if you chose 
to live in Vermont, you had opted to not 
be nationally competitive professionally. 
But our clean air and elear streams, 
healthy outdoor lifestyle, progressive 
culture, lively downtowns, local food 
and good schools have placed us on the 
national radar: They are the new hallmarks 
of success. "Small-town life, independence, 
ingenuity, natural beauty — these ideas 
all have great currency in the national 
imagination," says Denenberg, 

Whats morę, with a wired world, 
it is far morę feasible for even the most 
ambitious to set down roots in Vermont. 
Hastings wrote the draft of his first book 
in three weeks in the attic of his parents 
Vermont home. And he arranged his trip 
with McChrystal from here. Even if one 
needs to venture afar at times, it turns out 
that one can maintain high-profile jobs 
here too. 

In some way, it is oddly comforting 
to know that there are still some things 
that cant be done from just anywhere: 

To be a war reporter, one will always have 
to go to a war zonę. But reading this story, 
it occurred to me for the first time that the 
very fact that were away from the frenetic 
pace of many other places in the country 
may make Vermont ideally suited to the 
new era. Technology is making global 
markets and home offices equally available 
to all, and our lifestyle is a big selling 
point for a new generation that places a 
premium on the ability to seamlessly 
combine work and play. 

Never has Vermont been on a morę 
level playing field, and never has there 
been greater opportunity. Vermonters 
challenge — as well as those who dream 
of living here but haven't madę the jump 
— will be to take advantage of the best 
this technological era has to ofFer, ventur- 
ing out some of the time, embracing our 
serenity the rest. jJ

The 

Champlain 

Islands

O N A BLUE-SKY SUMMERS DAY, 

the Champlain Islands cast a 
dreamy spell. Surrounded by Lakę 
Champlain and distant mountain views, 
these quiet, rural islands are the perfect 
place to soak up summer in Vermont — to 
get outside and enjoy light recreation and 
casual eating. An islands day is a tranquil day, 
offering such pleasures as renting a kayak, 
cycling past or stopping in at farms and 
orchards, stretching out on a sandy beach, 
wine-tasting at a vineyard or dining by the 
shore. The simplicity is the appeaL 



GETTING THERE 


T he most pleasing approach to 
the islands is from the south. From 
Interstate 89, take Exit 17 to Route 2, which 
runs straight through the islands, with 
bridges and causeways linking their 27- 
mile length from South Hero to Alburgh 
near the Canadian border. The causeway 
that connects South Hero to the mainland 
affords expansive views of water and open 
space, a prelude to the lovely islands beyond. 
A short drawbridge separates the islands of 

RIGHT Alburg Dunes State Park 
FAR RIGHT Isle La Motte 
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South Hero and North Hero, where the 
original shire town of Grand Isle County 
is located. The town of North Hero, with 
its generał storę, post ofhce, courthouse, 
community center and ColoniaLstyle inn, 
remains the hub today. At the heart of it is 
the aptly named Hero's Welcome, a bright 
and bustling country storę, bakery, cafe and 
marina. With ample parking and a row of 



portable toilets, the storę is a popular and 
practical anchor for visitors. Continuing 
north on Route 2, a quick dash across the 
peninsula on Highway 129 leads to Isle La 
Motte, known for its ancient fossil reef and 
the historie Saint flnne's Shrine. To 
reach Alburgh, you can choose West Shore 
Road or return to Route 2. In the islands, 
orientation is an easy matter; getting lost 
is unlikely.

Champlain Islands is slowly. Cyclists 
cruise along the relatively fiat terrain, 
uncrowded backroads and shoreline 
routes, and many pass through as 
part of a longer journey on the Lakę 
Champlain Bikeways network. 
The islands are normally connected

If you arrive in the islands without 
a bicycle or watercraft and are seized 
with a longing to get out there, Heros 
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the champlain islands 


Welcome rents bikes, including tandems, 
as well as single and double kayaks and 
canoes. Allenholm Farm in South 
Hero also rents bicycles. Grand Isle 
Stałe Parli rents kayaks and rowboats 
to registered campers, and some inns 
provide kayaks to guests. 

There are three State parks in the 
Champlain Islands area: Grand Isle, 
Knight Island and Alburg Dunes. 

Grand Isle State Park is the most visited 
campground in the State park system. It 
includes morę than 4,000 feet of Lakę 
Champlain shoreline, 117 camp sites, 

36 lean-to shelters and four cabins. 
Knight Island State Park, on a 
miledong island 2 miles from North 
Hero and reachable only by boat or 
water taxi, has primitive camping at 
seven sites. Campers can reserve a site at 
either park through the Vermont State 
Parks website: www.vtstateparks.com. 

For a beach day or an enjoyable 
naturę walk, Alburg Dunes State 
Park has the largest stretch of natural 
sand beach in Vermont and a 1.25-mile 
loop path for pedestrians and bicyclists. 
This park is for day-use only, open daily 
until sunset. 


FOOD 

t Heros Welcome in North 
Hero, enjoy an array of satisfying 
sandwiches (indoors at the cafe, or 
outdoors by the lakę) and appreciate the 
pride of place exhibited by the Stores co- 
owners, Robert and Beverley Camp and 
Carlene and Paul Letourneau. In 1993, 
Camp, a former CEO of Pier 1 Imports, 
purchased what was then a decaying 
I9th-century structure and, together 
with his partners (Carlene grew up in the 
islands), built a thriving focal point for 
North Hero that works for tourists and 
locals alike. Another place to grab a quick 
bite is Seb's Snack Bar in South 
Hero. Offering roadside favorites such as 
hamburgers, french fries and ice cream, 
Sebs is a rite of summer for many visitors 
to the islands. 

Dining options take advantage of 
ąuality local food in the islands' mellow 
setting. In the town of North Hero, 
the historie North Hero House 
is a picturesąue summer classic, 
offering fine food in a relaxed setting 
overlooking the lakę. The inn was built 
in 1891 as a retreat for guests arriving by 
steamship, and it is steeped in history

Both 
are known for their ąuality apples and 
cider in the fali, but they are also hopping 
in summer. These are friendly, family- 
run businesses where you are likely to 
meet the owners, and both attractions 
have included play areas and other 
amusements to entertain smali children. 

Circling around to nearby West 
Shore Road, Snów Farm Vineyard 
has an attractive tasting room and a 
low-key atmosphere that encourages 
lingering and sipping the award-winning 
wines. Check Snów Farms website for 
its summer concert series, live musie and 
picnicking in the vineyard. 

Throughout the islands, you'll find 
farmstands, weekly farmers markets and 
summer festivals, including the annual 
Open Farm & Studio Tour. On July 
13 and 14 this year, the Champlain Islands 
host this popular tour when artists, 



craftspeople, farmers and vintners open 
their doors to visitors. The event includes 
an Islands Bike Tour on July 13, a io- or 25- 
mile route with stops at farms, art studios 
and vineyards. During the summer, a 
number of farms on the islands welcome 
visitors to take tours, some self-guided 
and others led by the farmers themselves.

LODGING 

T he Champlain Islands 
have a rangę of overnight 
accommodations with the emphasis 
on the natural surrounding beauty and 
simple relaxation.

The gracious Shore 
Acres Inn, set away from the road on 
North Hero, has 23 rooms with most 
of them located directly on the water 
with an attractive porch for sitting and 
admiring the lush lawns and lakę. The 
rooms and grounds are impeccable. 
Families return year after year; some 
have been coming for 30 years or morę 
and from around the world. 

Within the town of North Hero, 
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T here are cats all over the 

streets of Bennington. Big cats ... 
Vermont Mountain Lions, known 
as Catamounts! 

Area artists have created whimsical 
versions of the species often considered 
extinct in Vermont. Come spot them 
all at the unveiling party on May 22 or 
catch sight of them throughout town 
during the summer season. 

The Bennington Area Chamber of 
Commerce believes in promoting the 
talented artists who live and work in 
the area. Their art creates an atmosphere 
of vitality and a sense of community, 
and their creativity has inspired 
collaboration between area businesses 
and schools: In addition to the Street- 
size catamounts, area students have 
created smaller tabletop cats that will be 
displayed for silent auction throughout 
the season.

the North Hero House has 26 guest 
rooms and suites in the main inn and 
three buildings at the waters edge.

F INDING TIME TO SIT DOWN AND CONDUCT a 

proper interview with reporter Michael Hastings 
is no easy feat. And why should it be? This is a guy 
who risked roadside bombs in Baghdad, dodged 
bullets in Kabul and Kandahar, and zigzagged 
across the country with President Obamas re-elec- 
tion campaign. The 33-year-old has a lot ofpractice 
going after sources that dont necessarily want to take a few 
moments to chat. 

And, anyway, he'd rather be the one doing the reporting 
and writing. 

His incendiary profile of Gen. Stanley McChrystal, pub- 
lished in Rolling Stone in 2010, triggered the downfall of the 
commander — who had been leading U.S. and international 
forces in Afghanistan — and earned Hastings the prestigious 

GeorgePolkAwardformagazinereporting.Titled"TheRun- By Kim Asch 
away General," the article painted a picture of McChrystal as 
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a brilliant and beloved figurę, but one who was openly insubor- 
dinate of the Obama administration. In typically salty fashion, 
Hastings wrote, "In private, Team McChrystal likes to talk s*** 
about many of Obamas top people on the diplomatic side," and 
then went on to describe the exchanges in lurid detail. Soon af- 
ter publication, McChrystal was summoned to the White House 
and forced to resign. 

Even in the world of journalism, where upending sacred 
cows is encouraged, Hastings is somewhat of an iconoclast. His 
McChrystal piece and subsequent book, "The Operators: The 
Wild and Terrifying Inside Story of Americas War in Afghani- 
stan," stirred debate among colleagues about the linę between 
on- and off-the-record exchanges when reporters are embedded 
with the military. Hastings disparaged 
the way other war reporters had routinely 
glossed over the generals open bashing of 
the Obama administration, while some 
veterans of the beat suggested Hastings 
had violated an unspoken agreement by 
printing what was essentially harmless 
banter between stressed-out soldiers let- 
ting off steam. 

Lara Logan, then the chief foreign af- 
fairs correspondent for CBS News, told 
NPR: "The ąuestion really is: Is what Gen¬ 
eral McChrystal and his aides are doing so 
egregious that they deserved to — I mean 
to end a career like McChrystals? When 
Michael Hastings has never served his 
country the way McChrystal has/ 

Hastings agrees that there was a lot to 
admire about McChrystal and his stellar service in the military, 
but he says he hasnt "shed any tears" about the outcome of his 
reporting. "You want guys like McChrystal killing people on your 
behalf and ńghting your wars,” he has said. "You just dont want 
them commanding the policy, which is what they've done." 

Seven years in Iraq and Afghanistan have earned Hastings 
his jaded opinion of both wars. His first book, "I Lost My Love 
in Baghdad,” chronicles his experiences during the ugliest period 
of violence in Iraq, from 2005 to 2007, as Newsweeks youngest 
war correspondent, arriving on the front lines at just 25. The nar- 
rative details what it was like to try to cover the action as the 
country erupted in civil war and the heartbreak he endured after 
his girlfriend, Andi Parhamovich, followed him there for a job 
and was killed. 

Vermont plays a role in both of his books, with the calm and 
beauty of his home State serving as a radical juxtaposition to the

But veteran teacher Mikę Pearo, 
who taught Honors Contemporary 
History, appreciated Hastings attempts 
to express his individuality."Hes very 
bright and was always on the edge of 
things. It was great to have him in class 
because he had a lot of opinions and 
wasnt afraid to express them — he still 
isnt," says Pearo, 72, who often used the 
latest edition of Newsweek to launch 
classroom discussions. Perhaps its no 
coincidence, Pearo suggests with pride, 
that Newsweek was Hastings' hrst 
employer. 

Nowadays, Pearo assigns portions 
of"I Lost My Love in Baghdad" to 
current students when they study the 
Iraq war.

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young Yermonters take up farming 


ising daily at 4 A.M., scanning the sky for signs 
of rain, shoveling out stalls, working every weekend 
— this does not seem like an ideał career to most 
people. And yet, as we see all around us in Vermont 
every day, young people are choosing to take up farming. Drawing 
from the best ideals of their generation — the urge to make a world 
that is sustainable, collaborative, organie and alternative — many 
of these young people did not grow up farming and have college 
degrees unrelated to agriculture. Tts our collective social move- 
says Rachel Schattman, 30 , who farms herbs and vegetables 
in Monkton. “Theres a culture developing around it that makes it 
seem morę possible." 

Still, even as the new-school farm movement has taken root in 
Vermont, the gap between dream and reality can be jarring. For Colin 
Taliaferro, 22 , who came from Maryland to earn a degree in sustainable 
agriculture from Sterling College in Craftsbury, the path has led to 
employment on a farm in South Royalton. But sizing up the hurdles, 
he has also decided he will likely pursue fiirther studies to become a 
livestock consultant.“I wanted my own farm, and I kind of hate to say it, 
but its so tough,” Taliaferro says.“ First theres the cost of land. But even 
if someone gave me land, I dont know if I could do it. You need to be a 
businessman. You need to be a salesman. You need to be a marketer. You 
need to be a mechanic. You need to be a livestock expert. Then theres 
the stress it can put on you and your family.” 

For those who forge on, farming offers a chance to be 
independent, to use an array of skills, to be outside in a vigorous, 
positive relationship with the environment and the community, and 
to experience the tangible rewards of building a half-mile of fence or 
pulling a row of fresh, sweet carrots. 

In short, farming offers a chance to write your own story. 
Here are three:

hris Flack, 27, moved 
from Boston to work on farm- 
to-school efForts in the Northeast 
Kingdom. Driven by his passion 
to provide"a baseline of food 
access for everybody,” Flack helped 
develop Fresh Start Community 
Farm in Newport, a network of 
three community gardens: one in 
a reclaimed downtown lot, one in 
a city park and one on the front 
lawn of a business. The goal was 
to “cultivate community as well as ^ 

soil,” says Flack. A smali municipal | 

planning grant provided startup 
funding, and vegetable sales covered 
basie farm costs, but Flack essentially 
volunteered, paying his bills by doing j 
a little teaching and cooking at a 
camp."I just piece it together,” he said 
with a shrug last summer, loading his 
battered'96 Chevy Corsica with the 
day s harvest, 

Flack expected to work another 
year with Fresh Start, hopefully 
grant-supported, but community 
members stepped up to fili his role, 
a positive development, he believes. 

He and his girlfriend plan to join 
two other young farmers in their 
second season leasing Four Acre 
Farm in Barton. The original Four 
Acre team raised $10,000 via the 
Internet to kick-start their first year 
cultivating plant starts, vegetables, 
blueberries, honey and meat rabbits. 

Early in 2013, they were doing taxes 

and budgets and estimated theyd 

saved enough to cover preseason , 

expenses.“We know that we need 

money, but we think it shouldn t be 

the No. 1 priority,” Flack clarifies. 

“Were not just trying to grow food, 
we re trying to grow a new set of 
values. It s about how to be better, 
not how to do better.” 
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Khris Flack helped starł a 
network of community gardens 
in Newport.

Squier, 22 , met after he 
graduated from Green Mountain 
College and Squier returned home 
after traveling and teaching in India. 
“I wanted to make a difference in 
the world," says Squier."Then I 
realized I could make a difference 
by being an example here." 

The couple knows they are 
lucky to be able to work the 
farmland where she grew up in 
Rutland County — access to 
affordable land is a chronic problem 
for new farmers — but the pair 
nevertheless face cash-flow issues. 
Both have been working off the 
farm (though Brill expects to farm 
full-time this summer), and they 
turned to crowdsourcing as a means 
to drurń up Capital. In a web video 
posted in 2011, the couple describe 
their vision of a closeddoop farm 
integrating animals, vegetables, 
fruits, nuts, and a decidedly unlikely 
crop for Vermont, rice."We look 
forward to a futurę of healthy 
landscapes and morę locally grown 
food," Brill says in the video."With 
your help, we can make it happen." 
Within a month, the pair had raised 
$6,000 from 75 backers of the 
fledgling Breezy Meadows Orchards 
and Nursery in Tinmouth. 

Their 2012 rice crop was 
disappointing, but the couple is 
entering their third season with 
new strategies and a business 
approach developed with input 
from a farm planning course Squier 
took."Growing things is tough, but 
it s not the hardest part of running 
a farm," Brill says." We need a 
document we can step back and 
look at. It's so easy to just get lost 
in the chaos of the everyday."

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The Risk Takers 


hrough a competitive process, Corie Pierce, 39, 
and Adam Wilson, 33, earned the opportunity to 
purchase 143 acres in Shelburne and South Burlington 
with the help of a Vermont Land Trust conservation 
easement and a Vermont Economic Development 
Authority loan. The pair are in their fourth year of running 
Bread and Butter Farm, a diversified meat, dairy and 
vegetable farm with a wood-fired bakery. 

The farming partners met almost a decade ago in 
the University of California Santa Cruz s ecological 
horticuiture apprenticeship program. Both had earned 
degrees kom prestigious New England colleges but 
really wanted to farm. Their families were supportive 
but concerned. Pierce, who was later hired to start an 
organie farmer training program at Michigan State and 
is an instructor for the University of Vermont s three-year- 
old farmer training program, knows her parents are not 
unique in worrying about the life she has chosen."I hope 
a generation from now, we won t have to convince our 
parents its OK to choose farming," she says. 

Bread and Butter has enjoyed some high-profile 
successes, a mixed blessing, the pair say. Pressure to expand 
is constant. Their summer burger nights featuring the farms 
food became so popular, routinely drawing morę than 500 
people, that they inereased to two weekly — only to find that 
the events overwhelmed the farm. Ultimately, they decided 
to cut back to one." We make morę money on ground beef 
sold as burgers, but its also morę work," says Pierce."Its like 
figuring out a puzzle. We could sell everything a million 
ways." They easily sell out of greens grown in an unheated 
hoop house through most of the winter, which led to a 
partnership with a local independent market that madę them 
a short-term, low-interest loan for a second hoop house in 
exchange for a steady supply of greens. 

The business now has one full-time employee, a 
second part-time bakery assistant plus summer workers. 
They have been evaluating further growth through a 
farm viability planning process."We didnt go into this 
to manage people," says Wilson.‘Tm doing this because 
I love baking bread and managing cows." Despite their 
achievements, cash flow remains a concern."We've done 
a good job and also madę a lot of mistakes," he says, "and 
it seems like there are massive unexpected expenses all 
the time." The farmers have budgeted themselves monthly 
paychecks, barely subsistence-level, although the value of 
feeding their families from the farm is significant."WeVe 
only had to skip paying ourselves one month over the last 
two years," Wilson says. "That feels like a success." 
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Number Crunching 


Some factors shaping the experience of 
young farmers: 


I Price of land: The most significant barrier to 
# young farmers is access to affordable, productive 
land. Greg Cox, who bought Boardman Hill Farm 
in West Rutland in 1982 for $500 an acre, says his 
farmland would sell today for up to six times what he 
paid. Organizations such as the Vermont Land Trust 
and the Vermont Economic Development Authority 
work with aspiring farmers to overcome this obstacle. 

2 Desk duty: Sterling College adjunct professor 
• Louise Calderwood says starting a farm is 
no different than launching a software company in 
terms of such matters as profit-anddoss statements, 
insurance and taxes.“It does surprise students, I 
think, the amount of time they are going to spend 
with numbers and paper,” she says. 

3 Age: Young farmers enter a field that has an 
• aging base nationally. For every farmer in 
America under 35, there are six over 65. 
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Thinning rcinks, changing times put the heai 
on Vermont's volunteer fire departments 


T still happens, surely not with the same regularity as it did 
ears ago, but on rare occasions, Albert Floyd might still lock the 
doors of Floyd s General Storę in Randolph Center during normal 
business hours and head out to hght a fire. Floyd, who served as 
Randolph Center s chief for 26 years before stepping down in 2012 
to let fresher blood take the hełm, says, “I had no qualms about 
putting my role as chief first. When you sign up to serve on the 
fire department, you have a commitment to the town, and I always felt that I 
had to honor that commitment.” 

But, quite simply, there just aren t as many Albert Floyds as there used to 
be. It s becoming increasingly difficult, both in Vermont and across the na- 
tion, to recruit volunteer firefighters. Answering the cali of the fire alarm is a 
form of public service older than the country itself— early colonists banded 
together to fight fires in Plymouth Plantation, and George Washington and 
Ben Franklin were volunteer firefighters — but in 2013, a confluence of fac- 
tors has caught up to this noble tradition. 

Nationwide, the number of volunteer firefighters has declined by morę 
than 10 percent sińce 1984. That comes despite the national tragedy of Sept. 
11, 2001, which reinvigorated an appreciation of firefighters and turned on 
spigots of federal money available to local fire and rescue departments. In 




Vermont, the declining numbers are felt even 
morę acutely because, of the 235 fire departments 
in the State, only one — Burlington — is entirely 
staffed by fulbtime, paid professionals. Almost 
90 percent of the estimated 5,800 firefighters in 
Vermont are volunteers. 

“On a broad scalę, volunteerism and recruit' 
ment are down,” says Jim Litevich, chief of the 
Vermont Fire Academy, a division of the States 
public safety department. “Here in Vermont, it 
kind of depends on each department and their 
needs. I know some departments have waiting 
lists and some are just begging to find help, but 
in generał, I'd say that most fire departments are 
looking for help/’ 

T here is no single reason why fewer 
citizens are stepping forward to serve, 
though it has always taken a certain 
breed to begin with — someone who can endure 
danger, physical stress, 2 a.m. calls on subzero 
winter nights and, at times, pure horror. “I've 
been to calls where I knew the people who had 
just died in the car crash we were responding to,” 
says Keith Baker, chief of Georgias volunteer de- 
partment and a full-time shift officer in the Wib 
liston department. “Pretty much, outside of guys 
who've been to war zones, firefighters see the 
worst of what there really is to see. I know that 
can be hard. It does take a toll.” 

Beyond the demands of the job, other factors 
also contribute to the decline. “Fire departments 
used to be filled with local business owners like 
Albert Floyd,” says Gary Moore, who served on 
the Bradford department, as his father and two 
uncles had, and who now works in emergency re- 
sponse training with Texas A&M University. “A 
cali would come in and farmers or the guys down 
at the local hardware storę could respond right 
away. But changing times mean, we dont have as

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many people working in local business, and 
we certainly dont have as many farmers. For 
a lot of guys, it can be hard for them to eon- 
vince their company they have to take time 
out from their job to go respond to a chim- 
ney fire or a car accident." And, as Moore s 
case illustrates, it was morę common in the 
past for several generations of the same local 
family to be involved in the fire department, 
but as social mobility has inereased — morę 
people moving away, morę people moving in 

— continuity at the fire station has eroded. 

In numerous interviews conducted for 

this article, a consistent theme emerged that 
in today s economy, especially a floundering 
one, time-crunched workers are forced to put 
their jobs and careers first, often ahead of the 
needs of their communities. In many cases, 
workers dont even earn their paychecks 
in the community where they live, so long 
commutes add a further squeeze. Time 
pressure means two-income households 
have little room to absorb the sudden cali 
to fight a fire; for single parents, its virtually 
impossible. "Young people today are living a 
morę hectic life than their parents were," says 
Moore. "Its not that they arent involved, its 
just that they are involved in other activities 

— carting kids all over the place, spending 
time in schools or at sporting events. That 
leaves little time for getting involved in 
something like the local fire department." 

Baker notes that while Vermont does not 
reąuire volunteers to undergo training, most 
do so of their own accord. Indeed, consider- 
ing that it takes at least $6,000 in eąuipment 
per firefighter just to get them ready to roli 
out of the station, plus $400,000 trucks and 
$1 million fire stations, it quickly becomes 
elear why a certain level of professionalism 
is expected. Just to obtain the initial level of 
training (known as "Firefighter One") re- 
ąuires course work, usually held on nights 
and weekends, and often involves travel 
to the Fire Academy. "Its extremely hard 
to give up 200 hours of your time to be an

entry-level firefighter that doesnt get paid," 
Baker says. "Its certainly easier to coach 
your kid s sports teams." 

L ooking ahead, it seems the Ver- 
mont of the futurę will be forced 
to rely morę on "combination" fire 
departments — those staffed by full-time 
firefighters tasked with filing the required 
paperwork, coordinating training and 
maintaining equipment while volunteers 
respond when and where they can. "Thats 
kind of the way it has evolved over the 
years," says Baker, who is part of this model 
in Williston, one of about 14 such depart¬ 
ments in the State. "Cali volumes have gone 
up, and with it being so difficult to find vol- 
unteers, either nobody responds to those 
calls or you pay somebody to do it. Even- 
tually, that will make it morę expensive for 
towns that go that route, but there arent 
many other options." 

In the search for volunteers, local de¬ 
partments embark on reeruiting campaigns, 
utilizing Town Meeting Day as a venue and 
also working with local technical centers at 
high schools as a way to raise the visibility 
of the department. Though the numbers 
are modest, there has also been an inerease 
in women who volunteer, and sonie depart¬ 
ments are turning to stay-at-home morns to 
help cover daytime calls while their chil- 
dren are at school. 

Moore says he sees multitown depart¬ 
ments as another way to combat the shrink- 
ing number of volunteers, with some larger 
towns that have a core of paid firefighters 
covering for neighboring towns during the 
day when most volunteers are at work. 

Whatever the futurę holds, it doesnt 
seern likely that Vermont will see a sudden 
flood of interest in volunteer firefighting. 

"When I carne back from Vietnam, 
there wasn't even a question about joining 
the local fire department. Thats just what 
you did," says Moore. "For a bunch of 
different reasons, thats not happening 
today. And once you lose a generation, you 
dont get them back very easily." ^

The Shelburne Museum

O n Aug. 18, the Shelburne 
Museum is scheduled to 
open an i8,ooo-square- 
foot art and education 
center that will allow 
the museum to remain open year-round 
for the ftrst time in its 66-year history. 
Museum director Thomas Denenberg, 
who steered the $14 million Capital 
campaign and project to completion, 
says the new venture is part of a broader 
response to a fast-changing cultural 
landscape where no institution can take its 
audience for granted. 

What does it take for a museum like 
Shelburne to survive in the 2ist century? 
Denenberg explains. 

VL: What was the impetus for this 
project? 

TD: It was obvious that the museum 
needed up-to-date exhibition space, and 
there was also the desire to reafftrm Shel- 
burnes role as an educational institution. 
So we now have a 135-seat auditorium, 
properly wired classroom space and an 
overall infrastructure upgrade. We went 
from literally 1950S copper phone linę 
technology to a fiber optic network. 

VL: How will the changes affect the visi- 
tors experience? 

TD: For its first 50 or so years, the muse¬ 
um was very passive and tourist-based — 
families getting in their station wagons, 
coming up Route 7 and walking through a

museum that didnt change all thar of- 
ten. Starting about a dozen years ago, 
we began the changing exhibitions and 
began to align the museum with pro- 
fessional practice around the country. 

Now were taking that to another 
level by opening the institution year- 
round. In the summer, we dive into 
the museums 150,000-object collec- 
tion and show ofF this extraordinary 
resource. In the wintertime, the mu¬ 
seum will stage temporary exhibitions 
that include contemporary art. We rec- 
ognized that in order to fully become 
an institution that serves this com- 
munity and Vermont, we needed to 
be open four seasons, paying attention 
to the needs of the different audiences 
throughout the year. 

VL: How do you envision the connec- 
tion with the community changing? 
TD: Every one who raises children 
here knows this is their museum. Once 
were year-round, it needs to be every- 
ones museum. My interest is making 
this a very active center for the com¬ 
munity, not just Shelburne, but broadly 
speaking. Im fascinated, sitting in this 
ofhce (overlooking Route 7), I watch 
on Friday night, and there is a steady 
stream of trafhc, people heading into 
Burlington. How do we become part of 
that experience? How do we get them 
to stop? 

VL: Can you give some specific ex- 
amples of programs or events that 
might draw in a visitor who has never 
considered stopping in at Shelburne 
Museum? 

TD: We will have our two exhibition 
galleries open in the new building, a 
jazz series in the springtime as well as 
family programs designed for a drop- 
in audience rather than lengthy formal 
events. The new building will become a 
place for members and visitors to stop 
in repeatedly to see the changing exhi- 
bitions, hear a lecture, attend a class, 
see a movie or listen to musie. 
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VL: Many of us are familiar with the 
Ticonderoga. What are some of your 
favorite pieces in the museum or some 
things that visitors might not know 
Shelburne Museum has? 

TD: Our American paintings are little 
known. This summer, we have an exhibi- 
tion featuring our great Andrew Wyeth, 
"Soaring.” In 2014, we will be re-intro- 
ducing this collection through a major 
initiative. I am also partial to the Ver- 
mont firearms installation — and yes, 
the engine room of the Ticonderoga!

For 
the iast decade, we've cut musie and art 
education out of public schools and put 
the emphasis on hard math and science. 

Museums are about creativity.

reconstructing buildings, and there is 
one that shows the bulldozers going 
up and down the landscape here. 
There isnt a square foot oftopography 
that she didnt alter. The whole thing 
is her vision. 

My take is her vision was forceful, 
intentional — she knew what she was 
doing — and whimsical. She didnt buy 
ship paintings, she bought a ship, the 
Ticonderoga. She, in a moment of tre- 
mendous social and economic change, 
the first half of the 20th century, had 
this vision of an authentic New Eng- 
land experience, which she madę real 
by creating this museum, this collec- 
tion of collections, repurposing build¬ 
ings, offering people a cornucopia of 
objeets. The whole thing as a totality, 
understood as a curated experience, is 
pretty wondrous. 

VL: Your predecessor, Stephan Jost, 
developed the idea of Shelburne Mu¬ 
seum as a museum of art and design. 
Amidst the changes at the museum, 
will this “brand” continue? 

TD: Steph an did a very nice job re- 
branding the museum and really ral- 
lied the institution around the idea. Im 
placing morę emphasis on “Americana” 
so it s understood that this is a museum 
of art, Americana and design. 

Electra Webb was gathering ob¬ 
jeets ahead of the creation of the 
American wing at the Metropolitan, 
so by the time the 1920 S began to roar, 
she was already a major collector of to- 
bacconist figures, cigar storę Indians. 
These objeets we classify as folk art, so 
I think its important to recognize that 
in the brand. I want us to morę align 
ourselves with the mythology and ide- 
alization of Vermont. 

VL: What do you see as the mythol¬ 
ogy surrounding Yermont:’ 

TD: Mythology is often misunder- 
stood as “bad history.” The image of 
Yermont, however, is primarily a series 
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of visual myths that the rest of the na- 
tion holds dear. Smalbtown life, inde- 
pendence, ingenuity, natural beauty 
— these ideas all have great currency 
in the national imagination and play a 
large role in the collective memory of 
the United States.

We kind of distill Ver- 
mont identity here at Shelburne. 

VL: Any last words for Vermonters? 
TD: Ultimately, the core of our 
museum are these objects placed in 
trust for the community, and we need 
to engender the feeling that this is 
really Vermont's museum. Its taken 
as such when you leave Vermont. If 
I’m in Chicago or New York and say, 
"museum in Vermont,” people always 
say, "Shelburne?''

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HERES SOMETHING ABOUT BLUEBERRIES T H AT SINGS of 
summer: a warm hour or two spent picking among the bushes, 
Wk insects buzzing softly, fingers and mouths stained from a 

( handful nibbled here and there. 

Christine Frost, executive sous-chef for the Cook Acad- 
emy at The Essex, grew up in Jericho, and she has special 
memories of picking blueberries at Owls Head Blueberry 
Farm. At home, she enjoys blueberries in her cereal or bakes 
them into crisps, cobblers or pies. In the professional kitchen, she leans 
toward letting their sweet-tart flavor shine in fairly simple recipes: fresh blue¬ 
berry sauce lavished over lemon verbena ice cream; blueberry chutney paired 
with one of Vermont's many outstanding bloomy-rind cheeses; dried berries 
studding buttery scones; sugared and spiced berries rolled with ground nuts 
into a crisp blueberry strudel. 

At the Hermitage Inn in West Dover, executive chef Paul Eschbach buys 
blueberries in season from Boyd Family Farm in nearby Wilmington, the 
host farm for the annual Deerfield Valley Blueberry Festival (July 26 to Aug. 
4, 2013; www.vermontblueberry.com). Eschbach and his team put them in 
everything,” he says, from a popular chilled blueberry and honeydew melon 
soup to refreshing blueberry-mint mojitos. The plump, dusky berries might 
become blueberry-lavender ice cream or they might be tossed with greens and 
drizzled with honey-thyme vinaigrette. For midsummer weddings, Eschbach 
says, the fruit is so abundant that “sometimes we decorate the tables with 
piles of beautiful blueberries.” 

Streuseled Blueberry-Mascarpone 
French Toast 

Adapted from executive sous-chef Christine Frost, 

The Essex, Essex 

his baked French toast layered with a creamy filling dotted with 
summer-sweet blueberries makes a decadent and impressive breakfast or 
brunch dish (or even dessert) for a fuli house of guests. Frost originally created 
the recipe to be cooked by the piece on the stovetop, but we adapted it to a less 
labor-intensive oven version. It takes less than 30 minutes to puli together the 
night before and is ready to pop in the oven in the morning. Lemon and blue¬ 
berry are a classic pairing, but we also enjoy switching it up with orange zest 
sometimes. The crunchy graham cracker streusel is a showstopper.

3 cups heavy cream 
Vi cup white sugar 

i teaspoon pure vanilla extract 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

i Vi pound loaf of sturdy, fairly dense 
white bread, such as a country 
white (if loaf is sliced, make surę 
the slices are around ^-inch thick) 

2 cups mascarpone cheese 

4 ounces cream cheese, at room 
temperaturę 

l A cup light brown sugar, packed 
Finely grated zest of two lemons 

3 cups fresh or frozen blueberries 

FOR TOPPING: 

6 tablespoons butter, at room 
temperaturę 

cup light brown sugar, packed 
i cup coarse graham cracker crumbs 
Vi cup roughly chopped pecans 
(optional) 

Lightly butter a 9-by-i3-inch baking 
dish. In a medium bowl, whisk together 
the egg yolks, cream, white sugar, vanilla 
extract and cinnamon. Pour half the 
custard into the prepared baking dish. 
Cut the bread into ^-inch-thick slices, if 
it's not already sliced, trimming ofFany 
hard crusts. 


Arrange one layer of 
bread slices, cutting slices as 
necessary to fit as much bread 
as you can in the dish. 

In a medium bowl with an 
electric mixer, blend the mas¬ 
carpone cheese, cream cheese, 
brown sugar and lemon zest 
until smooth. Using a spatula, 
spread the mixture evenly 
over the layer of bread. Seat- 
ter evenly with the blueber¬ 
ries and then make a second 
layer of bread slices. Press 
bread down gently but firmly. 
Pour the remaining custard 
evenly over the top of the 
French toast and cover the 
baking dish tightly with foil. 
Refrigerate overnight, or for at least 4 
hours, weighted down with another pan 
inset with heavy canned goods. 

Preheat the oven to 325 F and let the 
French toast come to room temperaturę 
for at least 45 minutes. Bakę for 35 min- 
utes covered. While the French toast 
is baking, mix the topping ingredients 
together in a smali bowl with your fingers 
until evenly combined. Puli the French 
toast out of the oven and inerease the 
oven temperaturę to 375 F. Remove the 
foil and sprinkle the topping evenly over 
the French toast. Bakę for a finał 10 min¬ 
utes until the French toast is puflfed and 
golden. Let French toast sit for at least 20 
minutes before serving to allow custard to 
set. Serve with mapie syrup and addition- 
al fresh berries if desired. Serves 8 to 10.

quail. We are especially big fans of his 
semidried blueberries, which concentrate 
the berrys sweet-tart flavor. He uses quail 
from Cavendish Gamę Birds in Spring- 
field. (Due to a fire in March, distribu- 
tion will be interrupted while repairs 
are madę.) At 5 to 6 ounces apiece, a fuli 
serving is usually two per person. Ask 
your butcher for semiboneless, leaving 
bones only in the drumstick and wings. 

If the quail are whole, simply use poultry 
shears or a good pair of scissors to cut out 
the backbone and open the quail up like 
a book to marinate and cook them. Bone- 
in quail will take a few minutes longer 
to cook. Alternately, you can make this 
recipe with bone-in chicken legs (thigh 
plus drumstick), marinating for about 

1 hour total and cooking them first on 
direct heat and then moving ofF direct 
heat, turning occasionally, for a total of 
about 20 minutes or until an instant-read 
thermometer registers 165 F. 

FOR SEMIDRIED BLUEBERRIES: 

2 cups fresh blueberries 

2 teaspoons mapie syrup or honey 
Preheat the oven to 225 F. Toss the 
blueberries with mapie syrup or honey. 
Linę a rimmed baking sheet or jellyroll 
pan with lightly oiled parchment paper 
or a silicone baking mat and spread 
berries out in one layer. Bakę 2 to 3 
hours, stirring occasionally, until berries 
are collapsed and slightly chewy, but 
still a little moist. (Time will vary based 
on the size of berries.) The semidried 
berries can be prepared several days 
ahead and kept refrigerated. 

FOR FRESH BLUEBERRY 
SAUCE: 

2 cups fresh blueberries 
Finely grated zest and juice 
of 1 lemon 
cup sugar 

l A teaspoon coarse salt 

A few grinds fresh pepper 


sugar in a smali bowl. Stir, gently mash- 
ing blueberries with a wooden spoon 
until some are completely mashed. Stir 
in salt and pepper. Let sit while you pre- 
pare the quail. 

FOR QUAIL: 

1 cup soy sauce 

2 lemons, juiced to yield Vi cup juice 
Vi cup olive oil 

1 tablespoon finely minced rosemary 
8 semiboneless quail with wing tips 

clipped at the second joint 

In a large baking dish, whisk together 
the soy sauce, lemon juice, olive oil and 
rosemary. Place the quail in the marinade 
for 10 minutes and then turn to marinate 
on the other side for another 10 minutes. 

Use oiled paper towel to lightly oil 
your grill rack, and preheat a gas grill or 
prepare a charcoal grill to cook at medi- 
um-high heat. Remove the quail from 
the marinade and lightly pat with paper 
towel to remove excess marinade. Cook 
the quail on the grill, turning and basting 
with extra marinade once, about 4 min¬ 
utes per side. Do not overcook the quail. 
(Alternately, sear quail in a little olive oil 
in a heavy saute pan set over medium- 
high heat for 4 to 6 minutes per side. 
Allow quail to get nicely brown before 
turning and cook in batches so as not to 
crowd.) Allow quail to rest for a few min¬ 
utes before serving atop steamed basmati 
rice seasoned with chopped flowery herbs 
(like tarragon and/or chervil) and tossed 
with the semidried blueberries. Spoon 
the fresh blueberry sauce on top of the 
quail. Serves 4 as a main dish.

brutal chaos that surrounds Hastings 
while hes embedded with the mili- 
tary overseas. In the Baghdad book, 
he recounts an idyllic Christmas at 
his parents' house with the woman he 
intended to marry. He also tells how 
he retreated to the attic of the fam- 
ily homestead after she was killed and 
banged out the first draft of a manu- 
script in just three weeks. The opening 
scene of his Afghanistan book has him 
smoking a cigarette on the screened-in 
porch on the shores of Lakę Champlain 
in Milton, gazing at the Adirondacks 
across the water, when he places the 
cali to make arrangements for what 
would become his wild ride traveling 
with McChrystal s team from Paris to 
Berlin to Kabul, Kandahar and Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., all the while keeping his 
tape recorder turned on. 

Hastings currently lives in New 
York City with his wife, Elise Jordan, 
whom he married two years ago. It was 
necessary to be closer to his new job at 
BuzzFeed, the brash website special- 
izing in pop culture and political news 
for which he covered the 2012 presiden- 
tial election. But the Green Mountain 
State represents a sanctuary the couple 
plan to return to permanently. 

"I bounce around quite a bit, but 
Vermont is my spiritual home,” he says 
over a spotty celi phone connection 
while barreling through the Holland 
Tunnel on the way to catch a flight to 
Kentucky, where he has an interview 
with a former CIA station chief now in 
federal prison. Tts just completely this 
other universe. For me, its a place of 
total peace and serenity in comparison 
to these other places. And that s some- 
thing to be thankful for. Im excited to 
move back soon." 

O NE WEEKEND IN SEPTEMBER, 
Hastings drove up to Burling¬ 
ton for the annual book festival. 
He held forth for an hour in front of a 
crowd of mostly middle-aged fans who 
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gathered at Main Street Landings Per¬ 
forming Arts Center. Looking younger 
than his age in a red BuzzFeed T-shirt, 
jeans and a jacket, Hastings had the au- 
dience laughing, nodding and shaking 
their heads with his tales of love and loss 
and lying public ofhcials. He seemed to 
be making an effort to moderate his 
prolific use of profanity, which punctu- 
ates much of his writing. 

“People still ask me, why did we 
go to Iraq? And I cant give a coherent 
answer. Its not that Saddam Hussein 
wasnt a horrible bastard who deserved 
to get hung. I sat there during the trial,” 
he told the audience. "Itsjust that most 
people will choose security over chaos/’ 

Hastings admitted that war report- 
ing had its high points. "There is an ex- 
citement factor, an addictive glamorous 
ąuality ... but what happened in Bagh- 
dad was bad." 

After the Rolling Stone article 
about McChrystal got out, "It was 
pretty wild," he said. “Im down in Kan- 
dahar in a helicopter, and people are 
shooting, and I get a cali from NPRs 
Ali Things Considered' wanting to in- 
terview me about it. I hgured I d take 
some heat for the story, but I didnt 
think it would be published for four 
morę days, and I hgured I had time. But 
the story got leaked. 

"The next day, McChrystal gets 
called to Washington. It was getting 
uncomfortable being in Afghanistan at 
that point. Another generał comes up 
to me and says, ‘I think its time for you 
to go.’ Normally, its pretty hard to get 
on a flight out of there, but they put me 
on the hrst piane. I m still banned from 
NATO-held territories and what-not." 

After Hastings' talk, Sue Roupp 
and her friend, Recille Hamrell, both of 
South Burlington, said they felt privi- 
leged to hear Hastings' hrsthand ac- 
count of the wars. "How this guy from 
Vermont went all over the world to war 
zones and then lollows the presidential 
campaign. Thats a terrihc life transi- 


tion," Roupp remarked. "I don't know 
how he gets his head wrapped around 
these things." 

A s a kid, Hastings devoted a lot of 
time to trying to make sense of the 
world. His family — two broth- 
ers and a mom and dad who are both 
doctors — lived in Malone, N.Y., until 
he was ii. They moved to Montreal so 
his mother, Dr. Molly Hastings, could 
train at McGill University as a pedi¬ 
atrie ophthalmologist, and then they 
settled in Vermont when he was 16. 

"Michael was always interested in 
history and current events. We didnt 
do much talking about the weather 
when we were sitting around at the 
kitchen table," says his mom, who is 
now a well-regarded eye surgeon. Hast¬ 
ings’ younger brother joined the mili- 
tary and fought in Iraq for 15 months as 
a platoon leader, earning a Bronze Star, 
before going to medical school. His 
older brother is also a doctor. "Indepen¬ 
dent thinking was always encouraged at 
home. It can be nerve-wracking for us 
when Michael is working in danger- 
ous places, but as parents, were proud 
and happy that he's pursuing a lifelong 
dream to become an investigative jour- 
nalist and achieving success at it." 

Hastings, a self-described "political 
junkie," graduated from South Burl- 
ingtons Rice Memoriał High School in 
1998 and from New York University in 
2002. In the Rice yearbook, he is voted, 
"most outspoken.” Hastings remem- 
bers meeting then-Congressman Ber¬ 
nie Sanders for the first time when he 
was in I2th grade: "I went up to him and 
told him I’d been reading a lot about 
him and [social activist] Howard Zinn 
and corporate control of the media, and 
he said, 'You should keep reading that 
stuff."' In 2000, he cast his first vote in 
a presidential election for Ralph Nader, 
which he still considers, "the only vote I 
don't regret, the only one that actually 
meant something." 


About 10 days after last years presi¬ 
dential election, Hastings had com- 
pleted his third book, "Panic 2012: The 
Sublime and Terrifying Inside Story of 
Obamas Finał Campaign," a 190-page 
e-book co-published by BuzzFeed and 
Blue Rider Press and promoted as "the 
definitive account of how President 
Obama almost blew it." 

It is another first-person take on a 
different kind of harrowing experience, 
this time not life-threatening. After 
covering the 2008 election for News¬ 
week, Hastings called the presidential 
campaign "the most soul-killing repor- 
torial beat on the planet." He goes on 
to describe: "hours spent in the most 
unsanitary conditions on worn-out 
buses and in filthy Port-o-Johns (I was 
once locked in a małe bathroom and 
locker room with the entire Hillary 
press corps), shoveling catered food and 
cookies into my mouth, getting felt up 
and searched and prodded regularly by 
increasingly aggressive security forces 
from the federal, State and local levels, 
and worst of all, surrounding myself 
with a group of journalists, known as 
the White House press corps, that I 
was positive I was going to hate, pre- 
emptively assuming they, too, would 
hate me; and getting hassled, directed, 
and ordered around by zealous Obam- 
atron volunteers." 

"Panic 2012" is largely based on his 
prodigious original reporting, including 
45 post-election interviews with Obama 
officials and others associated with the 
campaign, morę than 81 hours of audio 
recordings from the trail, and about 87 
articles he wrote for BuzzFeed from 
April 2012 to November 2012. The book 
bears all the hallmarks of Hastings' 
style: irreverent, insightful and funny. 

Objectivity is not something Hast¬ 
ings aspires to achieve as a journalist. 
"I don't believe in it," he told the appre- 
ciative crowd at the Burlington Book 
Festival. "What I try to do is be intel- 
lectually honest in my writing."

Attending to the Task

I n Vermont, burning wood for home heat has 
always had a double advantage. Its a practical strat- 
egy in household economics, and its a kind of regional 
article of religion. People burn wood when they have to 
because its relatively cheap fuel; but they also burn it 
when they dont have to because — well, why? I think 
because burning wood is a folkway hereabouts, a custom 
that seems somehow right or fitting in this particular 
corner of the world. However you procure your wood, 
you come in for a certain amount of hard, active, out- 
door work with a benefit that is visible, tangible and 
measurable. Its the naturę of that benefit that, even 
today, fits wood-burning so well with Vermonts rural 
culture — the culture of an industrious people who, 
historically, put a high value on 
self-reliance, resourcefulness 
and hard work. 

Or so I have reflected over 
morę than 40 years as a wood- 
burner, in fat times and lean. 
I have cut trees in the woods 
and taken them through every 
stage of the journey from 
stump to firebox, and I have 
bought cut-and-split wood to 
stack and fetch myself. One 
way and another, I have board- 
ed the wood-getting train at 
about every station on the linę. My aim has been to 
attain to an attitude toward the job that speeds it, eases 
it and makes it pleasurable. This attitude some cali 
“mindfulness.” I cali it attending to the task. 

Attending to the task means devoting yourself 
to it, out of the conviction that even simple, repeti- 
tive, physical work can be done well or ill, and repays 
thought and care. In my own wood-burning career, I 
began by attending closely to what you might cali fire- 
wood accounting, an aspect of the task that I found 
to be pretty unforgiving. I was advised early on that 
keeping our old house warm over a Vermont winter 
would take at least five cords of hardwood, a cord 
being a solid volume of wood (in practice, a tightly 
madę stack) measuring 4 by 4 by 8 feet. That s roughly 


the size of a regulation billiards table. Five billiards 
tables, then. Not a whole lot, I thought; besides, Ive 
always enjoyed billiards. 

Setting to work, I staked out my first cord, braced 
the ends and began adding billets that I had split. I 
soon found the dimensions of the cord seemed strange- 
ly to enlarge as I proceeded. The finished cord receded 
before me, like a mirage in the desert. The quantitative 
idea of a cord of wood, considered as a volume, seemed 
not so imposing. That volume considered as a number 
of chunks, however, seemed imposing indeed. After 
pegging away at the job for some little time, I discov- 
ered I had barely begun to fili up the cord. When at 
last I had finished it, I contemplated the four cords I 
had still to go. Plainly, whatever gamę I was in here, it 
wasn t billiards. 

No, it was solid geometry. At one point, I worked 
out that a years worth of firewood for us amounted to 
about 5,000 chunks of wood. Five thousand pieces to be 
obtained, produced, fetched, stacked, fetched again and 
burned. Over a lifetime of wood-burning, that amounts 
to about a quarter of a million chunks. Attending to the 
task of wood-burning, it seemed, can get you into seri- 
ous numbers. 

Another complication revealed itself over time. The 
numbers, so to speak, dont hołd still. A certain relativ- 
istic effect proves to be at work when the arithmetic of 
wood-burning is projected over a lifetime. Five cords of 
wood, 5,000 chunks, turn out to be a rather larger quan- 
tity when youre 65 than they were when you were 25. 

Given mysterious dynamics like these, and given 
the rigorous and inexorable multiplication of wood- 
burning, attending to the task may not be something the 
prudent wish to do, at least not too closely. 

Nevertheless, I have continued to devote much time, 
effort and reflection to the job of wood-burning. Ive 
ignored the math, for the most part, and attended to 
other aspects of the task. I’ve learned a lot about trees, 
about wood, about tools and about fire-tending. I’ve 
learned about my own abilities, limitations, preferences. 
Best of all, I've had fun. I've enjoyed this humble, endless 
labor in which, if you give yourself to it, you will advance 
from accounting, to experience, to life. ^
